The brook 
trout is one of the gamest little rascals 
that swims, He. setdom leaves the 
water, as other trout do when being 
played.

In many of 
our boyhood trout streams and brooks 
he is totally extinct. . This hag been 
brought about by the disappeéararice of 
thé fi for as thé forests disap- 
pear the tiny brooks vahish. In the 
larger waters industries have robbed 
the streams of their original pureness 
by pollution. Federal and State Com- 
missions are doifig much to maintain 
& supply of trout in the larger streame 
and to keep down Sontamination. It 
is hoped that some day pollution prob- 
lems will be solvéd and the streams 
kept clean and pure.
